Oakland is one of nine major 
cities classed as having substan- 
tial unemployment under the 
Area Redevelopment Act, a U.S. 
Commerce Department official 
said this week. 


The city may apply for special’ 
designation under the act and, 
if it meets standards set forth 
in the law, can obtain retrain- 
ing benefits, long term loans for 
business and public facilities, 
technical assistance and other 
aid, according to N, W. Clayton, 
area coordinator for the Area 
Redevelopment Administration.

This January we have to dis- 
card our usual annual forecast 
of another sizable rise in living 
costs. 


For 1964, the prospect is for 
fairly stable prices. In fact, an) 
alert family that knows how and 
when to buy should be able to 
reduce some of its basic ex- 
penses and have more money for 
other family goals. 


Look for sharp price cuts and 
big sales in the annual January 
clearances. Unusually warm 
weather in some regions earlier 
this winter and the gloom cast 
over Christmas shopping by the 
assassination of President Ken- 
nedy have left stores with heavy 
inventories, particularly of gift 
items and clothing. 

In general, you can expect a 
year of reasonable food prices. | 
Cheap beef is going to be a big 
help. You can expect a continu- 
ation of low prices for clothing, 
with the exception of somewhat 
higher prices on wool garments. 

This will be a good year to 
shop for home equipment, An 
increasing number of appliances 
is available at genuine bargain 
prices. Retail prices of both new 
and used cars are sagging a lit- 
tle. 

YOUR PROBLEMS in 1964 will 
be higher price tags on: 


e Medical care. 

e Some housing expenses, es-, 
pecially home operation and re- 
pairs. 

e Commercial recreation, such 
as movie admissions, and

Frozen orange juice concen- 
trates will continue to be expen- 
sive, even if a little less costly 
than last year. Smart consumers 
will switch to canned juices such 
as grapefruit juice. 

IN CLOTHING, take advant- 
age of the January sales, espe- 
cially to fill in your needs of 
coats, suits and other wool gar- 
ments, also hosiery. Rising wool 
prices are expected to boost the 
price of men’s suits, coats and 
other wool clothing later this 
year. Some hosiery manufac- 
turers also have announced 
price boosts which will affect 
prices of nylons in coming 
months, 

IN APPLIANCES, you will be 
able to find low prices and im- 
proved designs this year. Par- 
ticularly low in price are refrig- 
erators, washing machines and 
dryers, vacuum cleaners and 


ranges, Zig-zag sewing machines | 


also are getting cheaper. 

SOME FURNITURE and floor 
coverings, especially wool rugs, 
will cost a little more in ’64. For 
furniture, we advise shopping 
the February sales. 

In rugs, more consumers will 
turn to nylon rugs, which are 
holding closer to present levels. 
Grade for grade, nylon and wool 
are both durable, but wool has 
some edge in resiliency and soil 
resistance. 

HOUSING remains

There is a growing awareness of automation and unemploy- 
ment and what these problems mean to the nation. 

Possibly this awareness is reflected in congressional passage 
of three major bills, all of which were signed by President John- 
son within the last few days. 

One provides $1.2 billion in aid to colleges. This is the first 
broad aid program for colleges since the Morrill Land Grant 
Act a century ago. It does for colleges what Congress has 
failed, so far, to do for public elementary and high schools. 

The second bill, however, provides aid for public schools in 
one badly needed field, vocational education. The amount which 
the federal government will give to help job training courses 
has been nearly doubled. 

Finally, President Johnson signed a bill continuing the Man- 
power Development and Training Act for another year and 
broadening it. In the future, persons who are unable to find 
jobs because of illiteracy will be eligible for 20 weeks of basic 
training in reading and writing. The act now will also provide 
job training courses for youths 17-19 who are unemployed. 

Oakland is a newly designated high unemployment area. 

So we should ask ourselves: Will even these new federal 
programs do the job? 

In an address to his Commission on Manpower, Automation 
and Technology last Friday, Governor Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown regarded these as ‘‘peripheral issues’ to automation. 
None, he said, is substitute for full employment. 

The big problem, Governor Brown said, is to bring the af- 
fluent society, which automation can create, within the -reach 
of all and at the same time cure the social ills associated with 
unemployment—rising welfare costs, crime, delinquency and 
the frustration of joblessness. 


SMEAR! 


An unsigned leaflet distributed by foes of the Rumford Fair 
Housing Act at the headquarters of Berkeley Citizens United 
revives the McCarthy smear technique and applies it with a 
broad brush to the California Legislature. 

A key portion of the vicious leaflet says: 

“We know that a small minority coalition of pressure groups 
(California Democratic Clubs, American Civil Liberties Union, 
Communist Party, Americans for Democratic Action, Congress 
of Racial Equality, National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People and the Socialist Party) control the State 
Legislature. They did this by a highly effective precinct army. 
This army worked and elected and legally seized control of the 
Democratic State Legislature.” 

The leaflet goes on to say that ‘one per cent of the popula- 
tion in precincts’’ controls both the Legislature and the execu- 
tive branch of state government in California. It says there is 
no opposition to this “small minority of militant left wing ex- 
tremist groups.” 

We wonder how these anonymous hate mongers account 
for thousands of other groups and individuals who support fair 
housing—which they ‘‘forget’’ to mention. 

These include such diverse fellow travelers as organized 
labor, the Chamber of Commerce, the Berkeley City Council 
and the radically inclined mayors of Oakland and Berkeley— 
to name a few! 


Big brother tactics 


It seems that Washington Township Hospital has hired 
private detectives. According to reports, one of the things these 
new style Pinkertons have been doing is to check on returned 
strikers and try to make them fraternize with those who 
“‘scabbed” during the strike. 

These friendships are supposed to flower during coffee breaks 
and lunch periods. 

Employers, in our opinion, are perfectly within their rights 
in prescribing legitimate conditions of work, subject to the 
watchful eye of unions looking out for the welfare of em- 
ployees. 

But not only as an attempt to legislate friendships by use of 
private detectives a waste of taxpayers’ money; it is also con- 
trary to the American principle of freedom of association. 

This is only one of a growing list of reasons why the drive 
to recall four of the hospital district’s directors is gathering 
steam every day. The public is fed up with this nonsense.

CRISIS IN EDUCATION 
REFLECTS A DEEPER ONE 


The following is from an 
address to the American Civil 
Liberties Union’s annual meet- 
ing in San Francisco Oct. 27 
by Dr. Harold Taylor, presi- 
dent of Sarah Lawrence Col- 
lege from 1945 to 1962, now 
president of Friends World 
College, Long Island. 


I wish to speak first of some 
familiar items in the American 
national agenda which, when 
pursued at sufficient length, will 
bring us straight back to the 
condition of man and the condi- 
tion of his freedom. 


American education at pres- 
ent is in a crisis deeper than it 
knows, a crisis many of whose 
elements are hidden by an in- 
tellectual and moral lethargy 
within the culture. These ele- 
ments are obscured by a driving 
national ambition for the devel- 
opment of technological, mili- 
tary, and economic power. They 
are further obscured by an Ad- 
ministration skilled in the arts 
of public relations, devoted to 
political engineering, ready to 
compromise the clarity and mo- 
ral excitement of democratic 
principle for the limited gains of 
opportune success. Other ele- 
ments of the crisis are overt and 


have exposed themselves in rad-, 


ical form just recently. 
EVIDENCE OF NEGLECT 


For example, the education of, 
the Negro people has now re-| 


vealed itself as a national scan- 
dal, and the evidence of years of 
neglect is now exploding into 
public consciousness. It is clear 
that at least one-third of the 
entire population of the United 
States, black and white, is re- 
ceiving a third-rate education, 
suited to a poor and backward 
society. We have now thousands 
of young men and women roam- 
ing the slum streets of our big 
cities uneducated, unemployed, 


and back, and that it costs 
million dollars for a single space 
flight. We had recently the news 
that in spite of the fact that we 
have a test-ban treaty, signed 
and ratified, we- have on hand 
55 million dollars to keep the 
Christmas: Island and Johnson 
Island testing sites in shape, 
with 500 million dollars in re- 
serve in case we-want to do more
